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BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  BEGINS 
FOLLOWING  ARRIYAL  OF  STEEL 


Membership  Committee 
At  Work 

“Over  50  families  have  already 
joined  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
as  of  the  first  of  September  and  we 
could  pass  the  1,000-family  mark  by 
the  end  of  the  calendar  year,”  reported 
William  Sherman,  Chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  “Many  of  them,  indeed 
the  majority,  are  younger  families  who 
have  moved  to  the  upper  East-end  of 
Manhattan  which  has  been  experi¬ 
encing  a  phenomenal  growth  period. 
This  boom  has  created  a  shortage  of 
housing  and  an  astounding  rise  in  real 
estate  costs  as  rental  units  become  in 
short  supply  and  property  sales  soar.” 
Eventually,  this  could  affect  our  ability 
to  absorb  every  family  that  wishes  to 
join  the  synagogue. 

This  new  growth  should  bring  many 
new  families  into  the  congregational 
fold,  part'cularly  as  the  attraction  of 
the  new  building  brings  attention  to 
our  synagogue.  The  planners  of  the 
new  facility  indicate  that  there  will 
be  enough  room  to  comfortably  ac¬ 
commodate  another  150  families.  All 
members  of  the  congregation  are 
urged,  therefore,  to  advise  their 
famikes,  friends  and  neighbors  that, 
now  is  the  time  to  join  the  synagogue. 
It  is  simple  to  do  this.  A  call  to  our 
Executive  Director,  Andrew  Braun,  at 
the  office,  369-2600  will  result  in  a 
prompt,  courteous  response. 

The  recruitment  of  members,  how¬ 
ever,  is  not  the  only  goal  of  the 
Membership  Committee,  advised  Mr. 
Sherman.  He  noted  that  the  quality 
of  affiliation  is  extremely  important 
and  new  members  must  be  fully  in¬ 
tegrated  into  the  synagogue  family 
for  them  to  feel  the  sense  of  com¬ 
munity  that  is  so  essential  to  the

“The  arrival  date  of  anxiously 
awaited  structural  steel  has  been 
firmly  established  to  be  Septembr  21, 
and  the  erection  of  the  framework 
will  beg'n  two  weeks  later,”  was  the 
announcement  made  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  their  September  13  meet¬ 
ing  by  Irving  Friedman,  Chairman  of 
Building  Construction. 

Further  details  regarding  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  building  program  were 
provided  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  George  M.  Shapiro,  as  he 
reviewed  the  activities  that  took  place 
during  the  summer.  “Despite  a  hold¬ 
up  caused  by  the  nationwide  strike 
in  the  construction  industry,  the  delay 
had  a  beneficial  effect  in  that  it 
permitted  the  committee  time  to  con¬ 
duct  an  extra  study  and  review  of 
the  building  plans  with  the  team  of 
architects  and  engineers  of  the  firm 
awarded  the  building  contract.  Dozens 
of  meetings  were  held  throughout 
the  summer,  many  of  them  three  and 
four  hours  in  duration.  As  a  result 
of  these  conferences,  significant  re¬ 
finements  were  made  possible  and 
these  improvements  will  enhance  the 
utility  of  the  new  facilities.” 

“To  build  an  entirely  new  building 
is  a  relatively  simple  job  in  com¬ 
parison  to  the  task  required  when  the 
construction  project  involves  hooking 
onto  an  old,  existing  structure,”  he 
explained,  “and,  in  our  case,  this 
problem  is  further  complicated  be¬ 
cause  there  are  two  buildings  to  tie 
into,  one  of  them  fifty-five  and  the 
other  twenty-five  years  old.”  Adding 
to  the  difficulty  will  be  the  countless 
activities  of  the  congregation  with  its 
daily,  Sabbath  and  holiday  services; 


the  Religious  School  and  the  auxiliary 
arms.  He  assured  the  Board,  never¬ 
theless,  that  it  is  now  believed  that 
there  will  be  no  disruption  of  the 
calendar  of  activities,  albeit  there  are 
bound  to  be  some  inconveniences. 

Steinberg  House  To  Remain  Open 

With  the  building  permit  offically 
approved  on  September  9,  the  con¬ 
struction  work  will  begin  before  the 
High  Holy  Days  and  should  be  a 
continuous  part  of  the  1979  neighbor¬ 
hood  scene  as  the  steel  piers  are 
erected;  the  wall  of  the  Steinberg 
house  facing  Madison  Avenue  is  dis¬ 
mantled  and  a  temporary  one  is  built 
to  allow  the  school  to  continue  func¬ 
tioning  without  interruption  during  the 
entire  school  year. 

No  Cancellation  of  Programs 

Each  of  the  programs  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  and  the  individual  arms, 
similarly,  can  be  held  on  the  premises, 
for  the  Lemberg  Auditorium,  Sister¬ 
hood  Lounge,  Chapel,  Library  etc. 
are  expected  to  remain  intact  until  the 
end  of  May.  The  construction  method 
used  by  the  builder  will,  in  addition, 
permit  the  synagogue  family  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  celebrate  their  Simhahs 
with  full  use  of  our  auditorium  and 
kitchen  facilities  for  catered  events. 
Our  Executive  Director,  Andrew  Braun, 
is  available  for  consultation  and  sche¬ 
duling  of  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvahs  recep¬ 
tions  and  weddings  using  our  facili¬ 
ties. 
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FROM  THE 
RABBI'S  STUDY 

My  dear  friends, 

We  stand  at  the  threshold  of  a  new 
Jewish  year  and  as  always,  at  such 
times,  we  are  alternately  sad  and 
happy.  It  is  a  time  of  year  given  to 
sobering  thoughts  of  life  and  death 
and  of  the  meaning  of  life  in  general 
and  our  lives  in  particular.  We  think 
of  those  who  have  left  us  this  past 
year  and  we  have  some  trepidation 
about  the  year  ahead.  Our  Tradition 
is  where  we  turn  for  help  and  guid¬ 
ance  as  we  look  for  light  in  our 
darkness.  As  always,  it  has  something 
to  say  to  each  of  us  on  every  aspect 
of  life.  There  is  so  much  wisdom  and 
insight  in  it  that  it  is  a  pity  we  do 
not  turn  to  it  more  often. 

Have  you  ever  thought  of  the  fact 
than  on  these  High  Holy  Days  we 
wish  each  other  a  Shanah  Tovah,  a 
good  year?  We  translate  it  freely  in 
English  as  a  Happy  New  Year,  but 
really  it  is  for  a  good  year.  In  their 
wisdom  our  sages  knew  that  a  happy 
new  year  will  come  only  if  the  year 
be  a  good  one.  And  what  does  good 
mean?  It  means,  of  course,  all  the 
things  we  associate  with  life  being 
good.  Good  health,  good  sustenance — ■ 
a  comfortable  and  satisfying,  enjoy¬ 
able  life  and  all  the  other  things  we 
associate  with  happiness.  But  that  is 
not  what  our  Tradition  means  by 
goodness.  In  addition  to  all  the  good 
things  we  wish  for  ourselves,  the 
search  for  goodness  must  involve 
rising  from  a  selfish  state  of  satis¬ 
faction  to  a  much  higher  level.  It 
means  making  the  quality  of  life  better 
for  others,  not  only  for  ourselves;  it 
means  bringing  relief  and  assistance 


to  those  in  need;  it  means  concern 
about  the  state  of  our  community,  our 
people  and  our  world;  it  means  sharing 
in  the  building  of  Israel.  In  short,  it 
means  living  fully  as  individuals — but 
never  as  individuals  alone,  but  as 
members  of  a  people  and  a  human 
race,  caring  deeply  about  our  fellow 
human  beings.  Only  then  can  we 
understand  fully  the  meaning  of  the 
wish,  Shanah  Tovah.  Only  then  can 
we  realize  it.

Musical  Notes 

I  believe  the  worshippers  in  syna¬ 
gogue  can  derive  much  more  from  the 
davening  experience  if  they  possess 
some  knowledge  of  the  historical  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  liturgy  and  the 
musical  tradition  which  has  developed 
with  it.  I  am,  therefore,  going  to  devote 
the  next  three  articles  to  a  brief 
history  and  summary  of  the  three 
aspects  of  synagogue  music:  the  hazzan 
and  hazzanic  recitative,  the  choir 
accompaniment  and  choral  composi¬ 
tion,  and  the  congregational  response, 
hymn,  and  melody. 

Synagogue  music  is  actually  just  one 
aspect  of  Jewish  Music.  There  is  also 
a  very  richly  developed  heritage  of 
Jewish  folk  music,  and  a  rapidly 
growing  literature  of  Jewish  art  music. 
These  will  be  explored  as  part  of  our 
Adult  Education  program  next  spring 
and  the  following  season. 

Though  the  history  of  the  hazzan 
goes  back  to  the  origins  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  itself,  a  great  development  of 
the  chant  took  place  during  the  middle 
ages.  The  choir  composition  does  not 
appear  until  the  sixteenth  century, 
while  congregational  singing  is  largely 
a  phenomenon  of  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury. 

There  is,  of  course,  a  great  deal  of 
overlapping  of  these  categories.  A 
particularly  effective  segment  of  a 
cantorial  recitative  might  be  developed 
into  a  choral  composition.  The  melody 
might  then  become  sufficiently  popu¬ 
lar  to  be  transformed  into  congrega¬ 
tional  singing.  (An  example  is 
Dunajewsky’s  “Av  Harachamim”  from 
the  Torah  Service.)  Nonetheless, 
sufficient  development  of  these  three 
broad  categories  has  taken  place  in¬ 
dependently  to  warrant  closer  study.

Included  are  some  new  arrange¬ 
ments  and  original  works  by  our 
cantor,  David  Lefkowitz,  and  our 
organist,  Neil  Robinson. 

Sabbath  of  Repentance: 
Sabbath  Shuvah 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  October  7th, 
Rabbi  Wechsler’s  classes  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  a  study  of  the  Laws  of 
Repentance  according  to  Maimonides. 
It  is  traditional  on  this  Sabbath  to 
spend  time  studying  the  laws,  so  that 
this  day  be  used  as  an  important  step 
in  preparation  for  the  Day  of  Atone¬ 
ment.  English  selections  from  the  text 
will  be  distributed  at  that  time.  5:00 
to  5:45  p.m.,  in  the  Appleman  Chapel, 
followed  by  the  Minha  Service. 

Talmud  Classes  on 
Saturday  Afternoon 

After  Yom  Kippur,  Rabbi  Wechsler’s 
Saturday  afternoon  classes  will  take 
up  the  study  of  a  tractate  of  the 
lalmud:  Ketubot.  This  section  of  the 
Talmud  discusses  many  of  the  laws 
pertaining  to  the  wedding  ceremony 
and  to  the  institution  of  marriage. 
As  well,  it  contains  some  of  the  most 
interesting  Talmudic  material  about 
the  roles  of  women  and  men  in  Jewish 
ritual  and  in  the  family.  Since  many 
of  these  issues  are  once  again  being 
discussed  today,  this  study  of  an 
ancient  text  will  focus  on  the  issues 
raised  by  the  Rabbis  of  old  and  their 
possible  relevance  to  our  own  times. 
The  Talmud  will  be  studied  in  English 
and  all  are  invited  to  attend.

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The  Four  Species 

On  the  Festival  of  Sukkot,  we  dwell 
in  booths  to  remember  the  flimsy 
dwellings  inhabited  by  our  ancestors 
when  they  wandered  in  the  desert. 
But  there  is  another  symbol  of  Sukkot 
which  is  a  reminder  of  the  agricultural 
origins  of  this  Festival.  The  Fall 
harvest  is  symbolized  through  four 
species  which  are  common  to  the 
land  of  Israel,  and  which  are  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  the  services  during  the 
festival:  the  lulav,  a  palm  branch;  the 
etrog,  a  citron  which  resembles  a 
lemon;  the  hadasim,  three  pieces  of 
myrtle  and  the  aravot,  two  branches 
of  a  willow  tree. 

Three  of  these  four  species,  the 
lulav,  the  myrtle  and  the  willow 
branches,  are  bound  together  with  a 
palm  leaf,  and  they  are  waved,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  etrog,  during  the  read¬ 
ing  of  the  Hallel  Psalms  throughout 
the  Festival.  Then,  in  what  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  of  Jewish  practices, 
the  four  species  are  taken  by  each 
member  of  the  congregation  who  has 
purchased  his  or  her  own  in  advance, 
together  with  those  owned  by  the 
synagogue,  and  they  are  carried  in  a 
processional  around  the  synagogue, 
the  more  lulavim,  the  more  festive 
the  feeling  and  the  more  beautiful 
the  Service.  Anyone  who  has  seen  a 
processional  of  two  hundred  lulavim 
will  never  forget  how  very  moving 
this  practice  can  be. 

Sukkot  is  the  holiday  in  which 
esthetic  considerations  play  a  most 
important  part  in  Jewish  Law.  A 
beautiful  etrog  is  a  precious  com¬ 
modity.  Its  surface  should  not  be 
smooth  like  a  lemon,  but  rather  rough 
and  ridged.  Its  shape  should  be  sym¬ 
metrical  so  that  the  tip  (pitum)  is 
directly  above  the  stem  (oketz).  There 
should  be  no  blotches,  spots  or  dis¬ 
colorations  on  the  skin.  Neither  should 
it  be  green  but  yellow,  like  a  ripe 
lemon.  The  lulav  should  be  fresh  and 
not  dried  out,  and  its  tip  should  not 
be  broken  off.  The  same  is  true  for 
the  myrtle  and  the  willow  branches, 
with  the  most  comely  myrtle  branches 
possessing  clusters  of  three  leaves 
which  meet  together  on  the  branch 
(m’shulash). 

One  of  the  most  amazing  sights  to 
see  at  this  time  of  year  is  the  lulav 
and  etrog  market  which  takes  place 
on  the  lower  East  Side,  at  roughly 
the  corner  of  Essex  Street  and  East 
Broadway.  Stands  are  set  up  the  day 
after  Yom  Kippur,  and  brisk  bargain¬ 
ing  takes  place  between  then  and  the 


beginning  of  the  Holiday  (except  for 
the  Sabbath].  From  all  over  the  metro¬ 
politan  area  Jews  come  to  choose 
those  lulavim  and  etrogim  which 
match  their  own  esthetic  standards 
and  pocketbooks.  The  most  beautiful 
etrogim  command,  of  course,  the 
highest  prices,  for  the  market  reflects 
the  desire  of  so  many  Jews  to  cele¬ 
brate  the  Festival  with  great  esthetic 
beauty. 

How  can  you  get  a  “set”  of  the  four 
species:  the  lulav,  etrog,  myrtle  and 
willows?  One  way  is  to  visit  the 
Lower  East  Side  between  Thursday, 
October  12th  and  Sunday,  October 
15th  (except  for  Saturday],  to  choose 
and  purchase  your  own.  Generally,  the 
price  of  an  etrog  on  the  Lower  East 
Side  includes  the  lulav  and  myrtle 
branches.  The  willow  branches  have 
to  be  purchased  at  a  separate  stall. 

Or,  you  can  order  a  complete  set 
of  the  four  species  by  calling  Mrs. 
Daub  at  the  synagogue  office.  Do  you 
need  more  information?  Call  Rabbi 
Wechsler. 

In  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  a  vast 
processional  of  lulavim  and  etrogim 
in  our  beautiful  sanctuary  with  its  Fall 
Festival  decorations  would  provide  a 
great  spectacle,  as  well  as  a  great 
religious  experience.  To  bring  this 
moving  esthetic  practice  into  all  of  our 
lives,  plan  to  purchase  your  lulav  and 
etrog  sets  now.

The  Building  Fund 

“The  Building  Fund  campaign  is  on 
target”,  Mr.  Shapiro  stated,  “and  this 
is  very  encouraging.

by  Rabbi  Nadich 

The  latest  book  wr'tten  by  Rabbi 
Judah  Nadich  has  been  accepted  for 
publication  by  the  Jewish  Publication 
Society  of  America  and  will  most 
likely  appear  during  the  1979-1980 
season.  The  book  carries  the  tentative 
title,  JEWISH  LEGENDS  OF  THE 
SECOND  COMMONWEALTH.  In 
continuous  narrative  and  sequential 
style  it  sets  forth  legends,  tales  and 
folklore  of  the  Jews  concerning  the 
period  in  Jewish  history  from  the 
return  from  exile  in  Babylonia  about 
588  R.C.E,  to  the  destruction  of  the 
Second  Temple  by  the  Romans  in 
the  year  70  C.E.  The  material  was 
collected  by  Rabbi  Nadich  from  the 
Talmud,  the  various  Midrashim  and 
other  classical  texts,  as  well  as  from 
medieval  and  modern  sources.  The 
Persian,  Greek  and  Roman  periods 
are  covered  and  the  legends  told  by 
Jews  in  ancient  times  about  Alexander 
the  Great  are  related,  as  well  as  those 
about  the  Maccebees  and  Hanukkah, 
the  Sanhedrin,  the  Second  Temple, 
the  Romans,  Jerusalem  and  the  early 
sages. 

The  book  will  appear  either  as  a 
two  volume  set  or  as  one  large  volume. 

Rabbi  Nadich’s  earlier  books  include 
EISENHOWER  AND  THE  JEWS,  his 
editing  and  translating  THE  FLOWER¬ 
ING  OF  MODERN  LITERATURE  by 
his  late  father-in-law,  Menachem 
Ribalow,  and  IPs  editing  a  volume  of 
essays  in  Hebrew  by  his  late  teacher, 
Professor  Louis  Ginsberg.

Jews,  alcoholism  in  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity,  the  role  of  the  Jewish  woman, 
mental  health  and  Judaism,  and  many 
other  topics. 

He  serves  as  consultant  to  a  number 
of  voluntary  and  city  agencies  on 
and  family.  He  is  an  author  on 
problems  relating  to  the  aged,  youth, 
lecturer  of  note;  his  book,  “From  the 
Pages  of  My  Communal  Diary”  was 
published  recently;  a  sequel  will  be 
published  in  1979. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Women’s
